VIEWS COST HIM JOB 


Minneapolis, 
Minn., Sept.

No New Light on Big Loan 
Austin. Sept. 14.— J. II. Davis. Jr., 
assitant private secretary to James 
E. Ferguson, testified today during 
his cross examination before the sen­ 
ate high court of impeachment that 
he did not know who brought $156,- 
000 in currency loans to the gover­ 
nor during the early months of the 
present year. 
This was money the 
governor applied to his indebtedness. 
Davis said he saw only $40,000 of 
the currency. 
Early in April 
the 
governor gave him $25,000 to deposit 
in the American National bank 
of 
Austin and later he gave him $15,- 
000 to be disposed of similarly, he 
said. 
There were rubber bands around 
the currency, he testified. 
He saw 
no one deliver the money to the gov­ 
ernor. 
The $40,000 was taken to 
the American National, a few min­ 
utes after banking hours, and was 
deposited back of the closed receiv­ 
ing windows. 
Over the objection of M. M. Crane, 
counsel for the house managers, the

date, 
written by Davis to the Temple State 
bank. 
It enclosed a draft for $5081
